ANNUAL  REPORT 
for  the  Year  1 955 


To  the  Llandeilo  Urban  District  Council, 

Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I am  glad  to  he  able  to  report  again  that  it  was 
a good  year  for  public  health  in  the  Area  apart  from  a 
very  small  outbreak  of  Measles. 

The  estimated  population  was  the  same  as  for 
1954  that  is  203  less  than  at  the  1951  census.  At  that 
time  1 9.  3%  of'  the  total  population  were  children  under 
13  years  of  age  and  12.7/S  of  the  males  and  22.9/S  of  the 
females  were  of  pensionable  age.  There  were  then  540 
householders  and  the  average  number  of  persons  per  room 
was  0.60  compared  with  0. 70  for  the  whole  County. 

My  Report  has  again  been  divided  into  two  sections 

(1)  Medical  Statistics,  and 

(2)  Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Aroa. 

The  second  pa^t  has  been  prepared  by  the  Public  Health 
Officer  and  I wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  him 
for  his  continued  loyal  support  in  the  work  of  the  Department, 
and  the  Members  of  the  Council  and  Staff  for  their  help  and 
interest  at  all  times.

INFANT  MORTALITY 

There  were  3 infant  deaths  during  the  year  - 1 boy 
and  2 girls.  They  all  died  within  the  first  month  of  life. 
Because  there  we re  fewer  births  and  more  infant  deaths, all 
within  the  neonatal  period,  the  Infant  and  Neonatal 
Mortality  rates  are  very  high  compared  with  those  for  the 
County  and  England  and  Wales.

There  were  29  deaths  during  the  year,  16  male  and 
13  female.  This  is  a slight  increase  on  the  previous  year 
when  the  total  was  27,  hut  in  contrast,  the  increase  this 
year  was  due  to  the  greater  number  of  males  who  died  from  various 
forms  of  heart  and  circulatory  diseases.  But  the  average 
age  of  death  for  males  was  71*2  years  and  eleven  of  the  16 
were  of  pensionable  age  62*5$>.  Eleven  of  the  13  females  were 
also  of  pensionable  age  but  the  average  age  was  67*1  years  as 
the  other  two  deaths  were  ipfants  only  a day  old.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA 

mm — 


The  Supply  of  water  to  the  Town  is  obtained  from 
two  sources  (a;  Maesevan  Reservoir  and  (b)  Llandyfan  Spring. 

Maesevan  Reservoir  is  situated  2 -§•  miles  from 
the  Town  at  397  ft,  O.D.  and  110  feet  above  the  highest 
point  of  the  Town.  The  supply  is  derived  from  land 
springs  above  the  Reservoir,  the  latter  having  a capacity 
of  1 ,000,000  gallons, 

Llandyfan  spring  is  situated  5i  miles  from  the  Town 
at  480  feet  O.D,  and  193  feet  above  the  highest  point  of 
the  Town.  The  supply  is  derived  from  a spring  in  a 
limestone  stratum,  with  an  estimated  overflow  of 
1,000,000  gallons  per  day. 

No  pumping  plant  is  required,  both  supplies  being 
conveyed  by  gravitation  in  3”  cast  iron  pipes. 

Very  little  rainfall  occurred  during  the  summer 
months  but  an  adequate  supifLy  was  maintained  throughout 
the  year. 

The  supply  is  hlorinated  at  the  rate  of  ;3  parts 
per  million  of  free  chlorine.  Recommendations  have  been 
approved  in  the  acquisition  of  a new  Chlorination  Plant 
which  it  is  intended  to  instal  in  the  near  future.  The 
statutory  area  of  the  supply  includes  parts  of  the 
Parishes  of  Pfairfach  and  Rhosmaen  in  the  Llandeilo  Rural 
Area. 


The  Public  Analyst’s  report  on  the  Llandyfan 
supply  shows:- 

(1)  Total  hardness  of  16.5  parts  per  100,000. 

(2)  No  action  in  lead. 

(3)  Remarks:-  It  is  a water  of  good  organic 

purity. 

(4)  Nitrites  and  Nitrates  absent. 

The  total  number  of  houses  in  the  Town  supplied 
from  the  water  mains  was  638  at  31.12.55.  Pour  houses 
are  supplied  by  standpipe. 

DRAINAGE  & SEWERAGE 

The  sewers  of  the  Town  are  ''Combined*' , taking 
both  sewage  and  surface  water.  The  sewers  serve  the  Town 
with  the  exception  of  several  houses  in  the  Nanyrhibo  area 
and  Brookland  Terrace. 

The  sewers  are  constructed  in  stoneware  pipes 
except  for  certain  lengths  ofold  stone  built  culverts. 

The  sewage  discharges  untreated  into  the  River 

Towy. 


A joint  comprehensive  scheme  is  in  course  of 
construction  by  the  Llandeilo  Rural  District  Council  for 
the  construction  of  a new  trunk  sewer  and  sewage  works 
to  take  the  sewage  of  the  Town  and  the  parish  of  Pfairfach 
in  the  Rural  District. 

A Consultant  has  been  appointed  by  the  Urban  Council, 
and  has  prepared  a scheme  for  the  improvement  of  the  Town 
sewers. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


A twice  weekly  collection  of  household  refuse 
is  provided  hy  the  Council,  The  refuse  is  collected 
by  Contract  and  the  disposal  of  refuse  is  at  the 
Contractor's  own  tip  outside  the  Town, 

The  Council  has  decided  to  carry  out  this  work 
by  direct  labour  next  year  and  has  purchased  a second 
hand  vehicle, 

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  Council  employs  a full-time  Rodent  Operator, 

The  services  of  the  Operator  are  free  in  respect 
of  dwelling  houses  and  a charge  is  levied  in  respect  of 
business  and  other  premises.  This  fee  is  fixed  on  a 
time  and  materials  basis. 

The  Town  sewers  are  treated  twice  yearly  in 
accordance  with  Ministry  of  Agriculture  instructions.
